The  Englisli  who 
once  monopolized  the  trade  to  China, 
have  for  some  time  past  found  a formida- 
ble rival  in  the  North-Americans — the 
latter  in  their  peculiarly  well  built  ships, 
make  the  voyages  both  out  and  home 
much  quicker,  and  can  thus  afl'ord  to  sell 
Chinesse  produce  much  cheaper  in  thej 
European  markets.  The  .Amcvicansbring 
chiefly  peltry  from  the  northwest  Coast 
of  .America  to  China,  and  exchange  it 
lor  China  prcdiice,  so  that  they  are  not 
under  the  necessity  of  paying  for  every- 
thing witli  specie,  brought  from  Europe 
or  South  America. 

Since  the  restored  continental  and  I 
maritime  peace  of  Europe,  other  nations 
begin  again  to  visit  China  ; The  Dutch, 
the  Swedes,  and  the  Danes,  have  fitted 
nut  many  Chinamen. 

Another  new  trading  power,  tvliich  for 
some  time  lias  been  in  communication 
with  China,  must  not  here  be  over- 
looked ; it  is  Australasia.  The  king  of 
Owyhee  (where  Cook  lost  his  life)  a very 
enterprising  man,  has  brought  all  the 
Sandwich  Islands  nndcr  his  dominions  ;

These  have 
been  completely  adyusied  by  the  skilful 
conduct  of  Sir  George  Staunton  s and 
the  Chinese  are  now  more  yielding  than 
ever  towards  the  English,  because  they 
stand  in  need  of  their  service.s  to  protect 
their  coast  against  pirates,  whose  princi- 
pal nest  is  theLadrone  Islands,  and  are 
become  30  daring,  that  they  once  had  it 
in  contemplation  toavack  Macao  itself. 
These  sea  robbers,  arc  in  intimate  con- 
nection with  the  insurgents  in  the  north- 
ern provinces  of  the  Chinese  empire  ;
